To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hambledon  Rural 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  *1951. 

The  population  has  increased  by  480,  evidently  for  the 
most  part  by  immigration  since  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  is  only  60.  The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than 
last  year,  reflecting  the  general  trend  throughout  the  country. 
After  correction  for  comparison  with  the  national  figures,  the 
Death  Rate  is  10.64  per  1,000.  Although  slightly  higher  than 
in  1950,  it  is  extremely  satisfactory  compared  with  the  figure 
of  12.5  per  1,000  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Deaths  from  cancer  have  increased  markedly,  and  cancer 
is  now  the  second  most  important  cause  of  death,  giving  first 
place  only  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases.  Deaths  from  tuber- 
culosis are  strikingly  low,  though  the  actual  number  of  cases 
on  the  register  is  slightly  more  than  in  the  previous  year, 
largely  due  to  transfers  into  the  District.  It  is,  unfortunately, 
chiefly  young,  active  adults  who  are  affected. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  housing,  the  number 
of  houses  built  being  the  maximum  permitted  during  the  year. 
Sewerage  and  drainage  problems  are  receiving  attention,  and 
schemes  are  in  preparation  for  the  drainage  of  such  remaining 
parts  of  the  District  as  require  attention.  When  these  are 
provided  the  District  will  be  extremely  well  provided  with 
public  services. 

I am  grateful  for  the  continued  cordial  relations  with  the 
Council  and  the  members  of  the  Council’s  staff,  and  for  much 
friendly  co-operation  and  assistance.  I take  the  opportunity 
also  of  thanking  my  own  staff  for  their  continued  good  work.

District  Nurses. — District  Nurses  are  available  in  every  parish. 
This  service  is  admimistered  by  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

Health  Visitors. — There  are  7 County  Health  Visitors  in  the 
District  who  visit  homes  under  the  School  Medical  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services.  Their  areas  are  as  follows :

Home  Nursing  and  Home  Help  Service. — The  scheme  is  operated 
by  the  County  Council,  and  is  not  so  effective  in  a rural  district  as 
one  could  wish.  Criticisms  have  been  made  in  previous  reports. 
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Tillingboume  Valley  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Service. — This  voluntary 
service  has  continued,  though  it  is  to  be  regretted  that,  in  the  Ham- 
bledon  Rural  District,  it  serves  only  the  villages  of  Bramley,  Black- 
heath,  Shamley  Green,  and  Wonersh. 

During  the  year,  2,318  treatments  were  given,  and  the  mileage 
covered  was  over  7,500. 

It  is  impossible  for  the  area  to  be  extended,  this  being  as  much 
as  one  van  can  cover.  Treatment  is  given  by  a Chartered  Physio- 
therapist, and  all  treatment  is  given  only  on  the  recommendation  of 
a medical  practitioner  and  in  close  co-operation  with  the  hospital 
consultants.  Competition  with  private  practitioners  is  avoided  by 
treating  only  such  cases  as  could  not  possibly  obtain  the  treatment 
privately.

— This  service  is  made  use  of  when  neces- 
sary, as  it  is  still  far  from  easy  to  obtain  hospital  admission  for  all 
cases. 

Mortuaries. 

The  following  mortuaries  serve  the  District : 

Farnham  ...  (serving  the  parishes  of  Dockenfield,  Elstead, 
Churt,  Thursley,  Witley,  Frensham  and  Tilford) 
to  which  3 bodies  were  removed  during  the 
year. 

Cranleigli  ...  (serving  the  parishes  of  Ewhurst,  Alfold  and 
Cranleigh  and  other  nearby  parishes)  to  which 
8 bodies  were  removed  during  the  year. 

Godaiming  ...  16  bodies  w-ere  removed  to  the  mortuary  dur- 
ing 1951. 

The  mortuary  at  Cranleigh,  which  has  been  managed  by  the 
Parish  Council,  is  to  be  taken  over  by  the  District  Council,  and  plans 
for  modernising  it,  and  equipping  it  for  post-mortem  examinations, 
are  being  prepared. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

Under  Section  50  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  local 
authority  is  responsible  for  securing  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the 
body  of  any  person  who  has  died,  or  has  been  found  dead,  in  their 
area,  where  no  suitable  arrangements  are  made  by  any  other  person. 
During  1951,  5 cases  were  so  dealt  with  in  this  District. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47., 

No  action  was  necessary  under  this  Section  of  the  Act.  Old 
people  are  kept  in  touch  with  by  periodic  visits  by  the  Health  De- 
partment Visiting  Nurse,  and  efforts  are  made  to  find  assistance  for 
them  in  any  way  that  seems  practicable. 

FIRST  AID  SERVICE  AT  FRENSHAM  POND. 

This  service  was  continued  during  the  summer  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society  in  the  competent  and  efficient  way  which  we  have 
learned  to  expect. 

The  poor  summer  reduced  the  attendances  at  the  Pond,  so  that 
the  number  of  patients  treated  was  smaller  than  last  year.  How- 
ever, 90  casualties  were  dealt  with,  including  20  cut  feet. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

It  is  expected  that  the  joint  scheme  for  the  Guildford,  Godai- 
ming, and  Hurtwood  supplies  and  the  Cranleigh  and  Cliiddingfold 
Water  Company  will  come  into  operation  during  1952.  It  is  hoped 
that  improvements  in  the  supply  will  be  made  rapidly,  so  that  cer- 
tain small  areas  awaiting  main  water,  and  unable  to  get  it  at  present, 
may  be  supplied. 

Samples  are  taken  from  all  water  supplies  systematically  on  the 
basis  previously  established. 

Difficulties  with  the  Cranleigh  and  Chiddingfold  Water  Com- 
pany, referred  to  in  last  year’s  report,  have  continued.  Additional 
samples  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  and  very  strict  surveillance 
continued.  The  water  has  at  all  times  been  safe  and  suitable  for 
public  distribution. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

A note  on  the  cesspool-emptying  service  is  given  in  the  Report 
of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (appended). 

Cranleigh  Disposal  Works. — The  effluent  has  been  satisfactory, 
though  difficulties  have  been  experienced  owing  to  the  extension  of 
the  work  which  is  in  progress,  and  to  the  inclusion  of  additional 
sewage.  These  will  be  rapidly  overcome  as  experience  is  gained 
with  the  altered  conditions. 

The  small  disposal  plants  throughout  the  district,  serving  groups 
of  about  20  houses  each,  have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Hindhead,  Tilford  and  Elstead  Scheme. — No  further  progress 
has  been  made  with  this  scheme,  although  it  is  hoped  that  a satis- 
factory site  has  now  been  found. 

During  the  summer  a special  survey  was  made  of  drainage 
conditions  throughout  the  District.  Three  villages  were  reported 
upon  in  detail,  since  it  was  felt  that  they  should  be  sewered  without 
delay. 

Elstead  is  the  most  urgent  of  all  the  sewerage  problems.  It  has 
been  before  the  Council  on  many  occasions.  In  1937  I reported  that 
main  drainage  could  not  be  long  delayed.  Since  then,  more  than 
100  additional  houses  have  been  built,  and  the  population  has  in- 
creased substantially.  Children  attending  school,  for  example,  have 
increased  by  some  50  per  cent.  The  need  for  main  drainage  is 
urgent  and  imperative,  especially  so  in  view  of  the  need  for  further 
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Council  houses,  which  must  be  sewered.  The  urgency  of  the  need 
is  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  in  view  of 
the  urgency  the  scheme  should  be  proceeded  with  in  two  stages,  the 
most  urgent  section  of  the  village  being  dealt  with  first. 

Main  drainage  will  enable  the  older  houses  to  be  modernised. 
The  demand  for  this  is  at  least  as  great  as  in  any  other  village  in 
the  District. 

In  the  other  two  villages,  namely,  Alfold  and  Dunsfold,  the  need 
is  equally  urgent,  and  made  more  so  by  the  necessity  for  further 
building  construction.  Modernisation  of  the  older  houses,  including 
conversion  to  water-carriage  and  the  installation  of  baths  and  hot- 
water  supplies,  is  generally  demanded  by  the  residents,  whilst  occu- 
pants of  the  newer  houses,  who  have  these  modern  conveniences, 
are  unable  to  make  full  use  of  them  owing  to  the  drainage  difficulties. 

At  Alfold  there  are  about  50  houses  around  the  Crossways  where 
the  need  is  urgent,  where  nuisances  are  serious  and  continuing,  and 
where  there  is  no  remedy  but  main  drainage. 

Dunsfold  requires  a larger  scheme,  embracing  the  whole  of  the 
village,  but  generally  the  same  conditions  apply  as  elsewhere. 

Completion  of  these  three  main  drainage  schemes  is  likely  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  for  many  years 
to  come,  apart  from  local  extensions.  For  a rural  district  the  public 
services  will  he  well  provided  for. 

MOSQUITOES:  RRAMLEY  AND  SHALFORD  AREA. 

-Following  the  serious  complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance  in  recent 
years,  Mr.  Shute,  Officer  in  Charge  of  the  Malaria  Reference  Labora- 
tory and  Assistant  Malaria  Officer,  Ministry  of  Health,  carried  out 
a very  thorough  inspection  throughout  the  spring  and  early  summer, 
making  many  visits  to  the  area.  All  his  suggestions  affecting  the 
Guildford  Rural  District,  adjacent  to  our  own  District,  were  carried 
out  completely,  while  all  other  ponds  and  possible  large-scale  breed- 
ing places  in  the  area  were  examined,  and  no  mosquito  larvae  found 
in  any  of  them. 

Mr.  Shute  devoted  much  of  his  time,  and  much  of  his  final  re- 
port to  conditions  at  the  Godaiming  Sewage  Farm,  which  was  treated 
very  extensively  and  continuously  with  larvicides  throughout  the 
mosquito  season. 

The  opinion  was  expressed  that,  but  for  this  very  thorough 
treatment,  it  would  have  been  a prolific  breeding  ground  for  the 
particular  type  of  mosquito  complained  of  in  the  vicinity.  Despite 
the  very  thorough  and  enthusiastic  treatment,  some  infestation  did 
occur  on  the  Sewage  Farm. 
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It  is  hoped  that  similar  energetic  measures  are  continued  in 
future  years,  commencing  before  the  active  mosquito  season  begins, 
and  continued  until  October.  This  is  the  only  possible  way  of  keep- 
ing the  mosquito  breeding  under  control  since,  on  sewage  farms  of 
this  nature,  only  control  is  possible,  and  not  elimination.

At  31st  December  there  were  829  applicants  for  houses  on  the 
Council’s  waiting  list,  compared  with  850  at  the  end  of  1950. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

There  is  again  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  caravans 
in  the  district.  During  1951,  79  licences  were  issued  to  erect  or 
station  and  use  movable  dwellings,  all  licences  being  limited  to  a 
period  not  exceeding  12  months. 

TWEEDSMIJIR  CAMP. 

This  camp,  occupied  by  about  70  Polish  families,  is  still  being 
administered  by  the  Council.  The  Health  Department  Visiting  Nurse 
has  visited  weekly,  and  has  continued  the  distribution  of  cod-liver 
oil,  orange  juice  and  other  supplementary  foods  on  behalf  of  the 
Food  Office. 

The  nursery  was  closed,  as  the  population  diminished  and  the 
number  of  children  declined.  The  Kindergarten  was  continued  by 
the  Polish  Committee,  being  particularly  useful  since  so  many  of  the 
mothers  are  away  at  work  all  day.

HUTS  AT  DUNSFOLD  AERODROME. 

Following  the  adaptations  and  improvements  which  were  carried 
out  to  the  additional  53  huts  taken  over  in  1950,  the  older  huts  have 
now  had  improvements  effected  to  bring  them  into  line  with  those 
more  recently  acquired. 

These  huts  do  provide  a very  necessary  emergency  accommo- 
dation. They  are  not  satisfactory,  never  can  be  made  completely  so, 
and  must  be  regarded  as  a makeshift  only  whilst  the  acute  shortage 


of  permanent  houses  continues.

The  number  of  houses  classified  in  1947  as  Category  5,  e.g., 
“ Unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  expense,” 
was  393. 

Seventy-two  houses  were  reconditioned  during  the  years  1948/ 
49/50,  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that  a further  13  houses  became 
vacant  and  were  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1951.  Of  these,  six  families  were  re-housed 
by  the  District  Council. 

All  these  houses  have  been  reconditioned,  and  in  five  cases  this 
was  effected  by  adapting  two  cottages  for  use  as  one  dwelling-house. 
The  reconditioning  works  approved  include  in  all  cases  provision  of 
bath,  water  closet,  and  hot  water  supply.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLIES. 

Sampling  of  all  milks  distributed  in  the  District  has  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  programme  agreed  last  year,  and 
246  samples  were  examined.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  tuber- 
culous, and  investigation  was  made.  One  tuberculous  cow  was 
found  as  the  result  of  our  enquiries,  and  was  slaughtered  early 
in  1952. 

FOOD  HANDLING:  MODEL  BYELAWS. 

The  Council’s  Byelaws  came  into  force  in  July,  1950.  It  was 
pointed  out  last  year  that  to  supervise  their  application  fully  and 
completely  would  require  additional  staff,  consequently  no  special 
survey  has  been  made,  but  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  included 
supervision  in  the  course  of  their  normal  duties.  The  powers 
provided  are  extremely  useful,  although,  generally  speaking,  the 
hygienic  conditions  are  reasonably  good.  Education  of  the  public 
to  demand  hygiene  and  cleanliness  is  of  prime  importance,  and 
will  always  be  found  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  first-class 
hygienic  conditions  in  food  premises. 
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FOOD  UNFIT  FOR  HUMAN  CONSUMPTION. 

Details  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  consumption  or  sent  into 
the  District  for  animal  feeding  only  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

This  Act  is  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council,  and  I 
am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  informa- 
tion in  the  appended  table,  which  shows  the  number  of  samples 
analysed,  and  action  taken  in  respect  of  this  District,  during  1951.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

In  February,  9 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  from 
two  residential  schools  in  the  district.  (Routine  and  thorough 
examination  of  all  pupils,  teachers  and  domestic  staff  was  under- 
taken, swabs  being  taken  in  all  cases  where  clinical  signs  suggested 
the  advisability  of  doing  so,  and  carriers,  where  found,  treated 
in  each  case. 

In  a residential  nursery,  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
removed  to  isolation  hospital  in  November,  and  similar  precautions 
were  taken. 

It  is  always  extremely  difficult  to  secure  freedom  from  haemolytic 
streptococcal  infections  in  institutions  where  there  is  a continuous 
intake  of  fresh  children,  particularly  from  populous  areas.  Our 
experience  at  Hydon  Heath  Camp  proved  the  advisability  of  a 
careful  examination  of  such  children  on  arrival,  in  order  that  those 
obviously  carrying  infection  should  be  treated  before  spreading  it 
to  others. 
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At  the  end  of  the  summer,  Hydon  Heath  Camp  — to  which 
the  Ess-ex  County  Council  had  been  sending  parties  of  children 
every  two  or  three  weeks — closed  down  at  the  expiration  of  their 
lease. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

In  two  residential  nurseries,  on  the  occurrence  of  Whooping 
Cough,  protective  inoculation  was  tried.  In  one  case  the  sub- 
sequent cases  seemed  to  be  modified,  in  the  other  a concurrent 
outbreak  of  mumps  complicated  the  issue.  It  seems  probably 
worth  while  using  inoculation  as  a preventive  measure  provided 
it  can  be  given  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  protection  beginning 
to  be  effective  towards  the  end  of  the  rather  long  incubation 
period  of  Whooping  Cough. 

It  is  hoped  that,  in  future,  children  in  these  residential 
nurseries  will  be  inoculated  as  a routine  procedure,  so  that  the 
occurrence  of  whooping  cough  should  be  greatly  reduced  and 
serious  cases,  it  is  hoped,  prevented. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

A serious  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  at  a school 
camp  in  June,  involving  1£>7  children.  A fresh  intake  of  236 
children  between  11  and  15  years  of  age  had  arrived  the  previous 
day. 

The  onset  of  the  illness  was  remarkably  sudden  and  dramatic, 
all  the  children  being  attacked  almost  simultaneously,  and  certainly 
within  30  minutes,  and  31  to  4 hours  after  eating  their  midday 
meal.  The  children  were  acutely  ill  immediately,  although  about 
half  of  them  recovered  in  a few  hours.  Of  the  remainder,  some 
40  continued  acutely  ill  for  a good  many  hours,  and  about  a dozen 
of  the  children  were  really  seriously  ill  and  caused  considerable 
anxiety.  By  the  end  of  the  week  all  had  recovered,  and  fortunately 
there  were  no  fatalities. 

The  cause  was  roast  pork  consumed  at  the  midday  meal,  which 
was  found  to  be  contaminated  with  staphylococcus  aureus, 
coagulese-positive.  The  source  of  the  staphylococcus  could  not  be 
discovered  with  certainty.  The  kitchen  was  investigated  and  the 
staff  examined.  Nose  swabs  were  taken  from  the  4 cooks  and 
the  entire  kitchen  staff.  Finger-smears  from  the  4 cooks  were 
also  taken  on  Petri  dishes.  Seven  persons  were  found  to  have 
staphylococci  in  the  nose,  and  one  also  on  the  fingers.  Cultures 
were  sent  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Colindale, 
but  unfortunately  it  was  not  possible  to  correlate  the  phage-type 
obtained  from  the  roast  pork  with  the  nose  and  finger  cultures.  There 
seemed  no  doubt  that  the  pork,  which  had  been  cooked  the  previous 
day  and  allowed  to  cool  in  the  kitchen,  had  been  contaminated 
by  hands  during  slicing  and  serving. 
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This  is  a very  tv-ell  run  camp.  The  kitchen  conditions  are 
excellent  and  scrupulously  clean,  having  ample  hot  water,  storage 
space  and  refrigeration.  Also,  the  cooks  and  kitchen  staff  are 
well  trained  and  well  aware  of  the  importance  of  hygiene.  That 
an  outbreak  of  this  nature  should  occur  in  such  conditions  serves 
as  a timely  remitter  to  food  handlers  that  the  slightest  relaxation 
in  hygiene  can  have  v-ery  serious  consequences  and  that  the  health 
of  the  consuming  public  is  literally  in  their  hands. 

WINTER  VOMITING. 

In  March,  several  boys  at  a large  Public  School  were  reported 
to  be  suffering  from  vomiting.  Cases  continued  to  occur  over  a 
period  of  4 days  until  about  50  boys  were  affected  in  all.  There 
was  slight  fever,  99-100  degrees  F.,  and  many  later  developed  diarr- 
hoea. 


Seven  boys  reported  sick  on  Saturday,  3rd  March,  complaining 
of  vomiting  and  nausea  commencing  during  the  night.  On  Sunday, 
4th  March,  14  boys  reported  vomiting,  several  others  feeling  nausea 
but  not  reporting  to  the  Matron.  On  Monday,  5th  March,  16  boys 
complained  of  vomiting. 

Unfortunately,  the  cases  were  commencing  to  clear  up  before 
we  were  notified,  and  no  specimens  were  obtainable  for  bacter- 
iological examination. 

The  methods  of  hygiene  in  the  school  were  investigated,  and 
conditions  in  the  kitchen  and  tuck-shop  were  not  entirely  satis- 
factory. Advice  was  given  in  this  regard. 

The  sequence  of  cases  gave  rise  to  a suspicion  that  this  might 
have  been  a small  epidemic  of  “ winter  vomiting,”  a virus  infection 
spread  from  case  to  case,  but  in  the  absence  of  bacteriological  reports 
it  was  impossible  absolutely  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  food 
poisoning. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Three  cases,  all  paralytic,  occurred  in  this  District  during  the 
year,  one  in  each  of  the  months  September,  October  and  November. 
Two  were  boys  of  16  and  the  other  a girl  of  6 years.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  two  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  same  farm  estate 
although  there  was  no  history  of  direct  contact.  One  of  these 
two  cases,  a young  farm  labourer,  was  acutely  ill,  having  exten- 
sive paralysis.  There  were  no  deaths. 

No  cases  occurred  in  association  with  diphtheria  immunisation, 
nor,  so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  in  connection  with  any  other 
hypodermic  injections  or  surgical  procedures. 
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INFLUENZA. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  influenza  in  January  and  February, 
reaching  its  peak  about  the  second  week  in  January.  The  maximum 
number  of  deaths  occurred  some  three  weeks  later.  The  deaths 
from  pneumonia  and  acute  bronchitis,  including  influenzal  infections, 
were:  9 in  January,  12  in  February  and  7 in  March,  compared  with 
5 during  the  rest  of  the  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  the  disease  was  mild,  with 
sore  throat,  the  usual  aching  hones  and  joints,  and  mild  pyrexia 
and  giddiness.  Later  in  the  epidemic,  pulmonary  complications 
became  very  frequent  and  developed  with  rapidity,  though  no  cases 
of  the  heliotrope  cyanosis  type,  prevalent  in  the  1918  epidemic, 
were  reported.  The  epidemic  abated  at  the  end  of  February. 

WEIL’S  DISEASE. 

A case  of  Weil’s  Disease  was  notified  from  Cranleigh,  the 
patient  being  treated  in  the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital.  He 
subsequently  recovered. 

Special  efforts  were  made  to  eradicate  rats  in  the  vicinity  of 
his  work. 

This  is  the  second  case  of  Weil’s  Disease  to  be  reported  in 
the  Hambledon  Rural  District,  one  case  having  occurred  in  Chid- 
dingfold,  where  there  was  a definite  association  with  rat  infection. 


MEASLES. 

There  was  an  epidemic  through  the  winter  months,  beginning  in 
late  1950  and  continuing  through  the  early  months  of  1951.  It 
affected  principally  children  below  10  years  of  age.  In  general 
it  was  a mild  type,  but  there  was  one  death. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  German  measles  affecting  a residential 
nursery  in  July. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


School  children: — The  number  of  children  immunised  in  the 
maintained  schools  is  gratifying,  the  percentage  having  risen  steadily 
over  the  past  few  years  to  reach  the  new  level  of  92.97%. 


No  child  is  included  among  those  counted  as  “ immunised  ” unless 
two  primary  injections  have  been  given  or  he  has  received  a re- 
immunising dose  within  the  preceding  five  years.

It  is  not  possible  to  obtain  so  high  a figure  for  the  “ Under  5’s  ” 
as  that  for  children  of  school  age.  There  is  no  collecting  focus 
for  such  children,  such  as  exists  at  schools,  and  the  figure  includes 
all  children  from  birth.  No  attempt  is  made  at  immunisation 
until  6 months  of  age,  but  the  calculation  is  made  on  the  total 
number,  including  those  under  6 months  of  age. 

The  improvement  in  the  figure  since  1947  is  remarkable.  This 
is  largely  due  to  the  system  of  home  visiting,  and  to  additional 
assistance  enabling  the  approach  to  be  made  to  the  children  at 
the  earlier  age  of  6 months. 

HOME  VISITING  OF  PRE-SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

This  service  brings  immunisation  against  diphtheria  to  children 
whose  parents  are  unwilling  or  unable  to  attend  at  Welfare  Centres 
or  who  for  any  reason  do  not  obtain  the  treatment  elsewhere. 
It  is  a very  worth-while  service,  ensuring  that  children  are  treated 
who  otherwise  would  certainly  not  be  protected.  At  the  same 
time,  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offered,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
in  future  inoculation  against  Whooping  Cough  will  also  be  made 
available.

INCIDENCE  OF  NOTIFIED  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  (other  than  Tuberculosis) 
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CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  shows  an  increase  for  this 
year,  being  74  as  against  59  for  1950.  Approximately  1 death 
in  5 is  due  to  cancer.  During  recent  years  this  disease  has 
become  increasingly  important,  causing,  throughout  the  country  as 
a whole,  approximately  1 death  in  6 at  all  ages. 

There  is  undoubtedly  a great  deal  of  public  ignorance  about 
cancer,  sufferers  refraining  from  seeking  treatment  through  fear  of 
the  nature  of  the  treatment.  The  great  advances  made,  especially 
in  non-surgical  treatment  of  cancer,  have  not  been  sufficiently 
advertised  to  the  public.  The  local  authority  is  responsible  for 
health  education,  but  education  on  cancer  should  be  considered  a 
national  matter  rather  than  a local  one.

HOUSING  OF  TUBERCULOUS  CASES. 

The  importance  of  good  housing  is  one  of  the  chief  factors  in  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis.  Good  housing  and  a good  economic  stand- 
ard of  living  are  probably  the  chief  factors  influencing  the  disease. 
It  is  therefore  of  some  importance  to  record  that  the  Council  have 
rehoused  35  cases  of  families  in  which  there  has  been  tuberculosis, 
the  vast  majority  since  1949. 

The  cases  are  well  dispersed  throughout  all  the  Council  housing 
estates.  There  are  no  two  cases  living  next-door  to  each  other, 
and  in  fact  there  have  been  no  cases  develop  in  the  vicinity  of 
any  rehoused  tuberculous  family,  showing  that  this  policy  of 
dispersal  through  the  ordinary  population  is  free  from  risk  to  other 
people.  It  is  generally  recognised  as  being  the  best  policy  in  the 
interests  of  the  families  affected.

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE. 


During  the  year  1951-1952,  three  meetings  were  held,  the 
number  of  cases  considered  being  40.  Direct  assistance  was  given 
to  four  cases. 

The  provision  of  milk  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council 
Almoners.  In  special  cases  the  Care  Committee  is  consulted, 
and  they  may  recommend  a free  supply  of  milk,  although  the 
patient’s  income  may  be  outside  the  normal  range  for  free  milk. 

The  Public  Health  Department  Nurse  made  81  visits  to 
tuberculous  cases  during  the  year. 

The  Christmas  Seals  Sale  & Annual  Appeal  this  year  raised 
£56  10s.  5d.,  almost  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  when  it  was 
£56  15s.  6d.  A further  contribution  of  £50  was  sent  to  the 
Children’s  Holiday  Scheme  for  child  contacts  of  tuberculosis  cases. 
This  formed,  as  usual,  the  major  part  of  the  Committee’s  expend- 
iture for  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  car- 
lied  out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  now  carried  out  fortnightly  in 
all  parishes  in  the  district. 

Six  3-ton  Dennis  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  work. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority’s  tips 
at  Cranleigh  and  Witley.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  trailers 
attached  to  the  refuse  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the 
depots. 

235  tons  of  waste  paper  was  salvaged  in  1951.  Total  value 
£3,307. 

Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  the  cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  Alfold, 
Cliiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Hascombe,  Witley  and  non-sewered 
parts  of  Bramley.  This  work  is  done  by  cesspool  emptiers  fitted 
with  night  soil  equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge,  if  required, 
once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  Dennis  (800  gallon)  emptiers  are  used 
for  this  work.  The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  by  means  of 
sludge  beds  on  the  sewage  farms  and  on  arable  land  by  arrange- 
ment with  farmers.
